Driver and owner of the machine 
was Joe Brunello who escaped with- 
out serious hurts.

According to the driver’s report 
to State Traffic Officer H. B. Fow- 
ler, he was driving toward Placer- 
ville at a speed of about 45 miles 
an hour when he was suddenly un- 
able to control the car and it land- 
ed upside down at the side of the 
road on the right hand side coming 
down. 

Doctors at the Sanitorium were 
busy with their patients and were 
not available for a report on the 
seriousness of the injuries of Mr.
